Wall streot aeemed to have recovered a littla
eouragn during the night, and the brokers and
thuir thousnnds of sustomers approached the
markot yesterday morning with mora confl
dspen than they had left 1t Thuradny afternoon,
Put fresh colrage and summonsd coufdsnce
svalled nothing amainst the downward tond-
ency, Both wern eWrpt AWAY In the Arst ten
minutes after tha Stock Exchange opaned,
Fight or nine hundred men erowided the
fondequate space of the board room, whete
for six hours they shouted, ecrcamod,
yollod, ballooed, and bellowed. while they
elawed, pushed. pulled, and jammed one
anotier in their efforts to soll  wtocks.
Tho height of tho Exchange was eontracted
one-hall by & huga scaffold, eractind to protect
\he Urokets whilo repalrs upon the bullding
arobaing made, 1t made the room closs, and
eonfined 1he deafening racket of the brokers.
The wotk belors them wiis hard enough, and
was made difffcult ot accomuplishment by the
dondition of the building, Between the Brook
Exchange and the bhrokers' officos nundreds of
messongers fow nll day long. The acanes In
thoss ofves ware as Inspiring as that {nthe
Exchange was exciting, The speculators who
hung over the tckers did not Indulge In
loud talk s on ordinary days, but spoke
soldom and in subdusd tones, Most of them
wars roading in the ceansloss tick of the stock
machines of vanlsliing fortunes, andthoan for-
tunes their own, Those who were so luoky as
1o bo upon the boar side of the market were
weo inelined to silencs, for the rapld fluctua-
dona betokenad possible evil, and they appre-
siated the foct that, while they were profiting
by the coliapse of prices, thousands of others
wern loalng thair all,

Inthe Stock Exchanee the distinctions of bull
sod boar were for the groater part lost slght of,
I'he majority of the brokers were actiog
lor soma one else, not for themsealvea, Thelr
earo for themaelves was that none of thelr ous-
lomers should endanger thelr own safoty. To
his onit the call for more margine went through
and out of the brokers' offices all day, There
se many brokers in the Btook Exchange who
have suffored the mzonles of Binck Friday, the
panie of 1873, and remember the more recent
tollapse of Nov, 20, 1879, Many of them ware
wdly eriupled by thoss sudden revulsions owlng
0 the Inabllity or rafusal of thelr cllents to come

Many of the
brokers were in evening dross, and all had on
attire more elanbornte than that in which they
appear in the strect, Tuesell Bage, Charley
Oabarn, Addisen Cammnaek, Willinm Iaath,
Major Sullivan, T. W, I, Hughes, Bam Post, W,
8, Gurpey, and othar well-known opsrators
wore prominent in as many groups, With the
pxeeption of Mr. Sage, the lenders of the street
ware nbsant.

Attempis te Tnterpass Delnys — Fankers
Lasaring Undor Misapprehension.

WasmnaTon, Feb, 25.—Owing to the delay
eausad by filibustering on the Apportionmant
bill, the Funding bill eannot reach the Exee-
ntive bofors Tusaday or Wedneaday of noxt
wook, Influences that ars powsrful are un-
doubtedly at work to defont the bill by delay.
To-day Mr, Carllalo of the Ways and Menns
Committas wns informed by loading Repub-
lleans that it wns the present (ntention
to Nlibustor to defent the bill 1t 1t should
bo necessary. The character of many of tha
(olograms that have bheon recelvad show that
pational bank ofMeinls do not vndarstand the
provisione of the bill at all. Within two daya
throo Presidents of national banks have basn
hers for the purposs of surrendering their
elronlation, They were adyised to talk with
membors of the Ways and Moeans Committaa,
Thay did so, and aoknowledged that they had
been wholly misinformed about the bill, They

woent back this morning without sur-
rondering their elreulntion, Mr. Oarlisle
sayn that  the two pointa  on _ which

national bank oMalals sssm most anxions are

inta upon whioh they han baan  minin-
ormed, Ona I the Iden that all bonds must ba
withdenwn from the Troasury, not only the

The othor point upon which misconception
exists Is that upon the r‘uime of thin bill nn-
tional banks will he unabla togo outof business
on aeeaunt of the imposaibility of oalling (o nll
thelr clroulation, or that part of It which, as in
tho ense of all banks, has passod out of sxist-
enos by fire or destruction. The factls that un-
der tha bill banka may just s easily wind up
busineas or withdenw circulation s now,

he Waya and Monns Committea have detor-
minsd to gn to the Spankar's tahle 80 as Lo redch
the bill to-morrow, Many of the bank oMalnls
do not understand that, ns rewards the rate and
the principal provisions of the fifth or nationnl
bnnﬁ section, It 1s beyond tha power of elther
